Large Number of Telephone 


Conversation* Reflect City's 
. 


Butinett and Social Activities 


The business and social activities of 


Danville are accurately' reflected In 
the volume of "telephone conversation 
rlurliis; * typical 4»y. The hourly rise 
or fall of telephone calls can be 
charted like a mariner's course. 
The highest traffic point or "peak 


of the load," as it is called In tele- 
phone parlance, Is reached between • 
and 11 o'clock In the morning. That 
Is when business* begins t6 *et inte 
full swing. Stores and establishments 
of all kinds open and business tele- 
phones during this period are taxed 
to their capacity. 
From 11 o'clock on-the traffic drops 


slightly until the lunch hour arOund 
1 o'clock. Then it rises again until 
other peaks are reached about 2 
o'clock and 5 o'clock. 
In the shopping districts calls are 


most frequent between 3 and 4 o clock 
and In residential sections there are 
two high points—one around 9 o'clock 
in the morning when the housewifejs 
placing her orders with the butcher, 
baker and grocer, and the other about 
7 o'clock when evening engagements 
are being made. After that telephone 
tnafflc gradually dwindles away until 
midnight finds the switchboard prac- 
tically Idle. 
The traffic curve sometimes gives a 


spectacular illustration, of how sensi- 
tive" It is to the public pulse. A big 
fire or accident will send hundreds of 
anxious people to the telephone and 
the trend of local" calls will shoot up- 
ward. A rainy day that drives people 
off the streets or the interruption of 
transportation service Increases the 
number of telephone calls very no- 
ticeably. 
In Danville there are -33,000 tele- 


phone calls every 24 hours. Approx- 
imately CO per cent, of the telephone* 
here are In residence* and from then*, 
residence stations 46 per cent, of the 
dally calls are made. The exten»lv« 
Installation of extension •tatiens in 
homes lias produced many more-calls 
beeaus* the telephone Is more conve- 
nient and can be reached .with little 
effort.

When there are large families in a 


home the telephone Is worked over- 
time after school hours and in' the- 
evening. In'many cases the'time tor 
using it Is ncheduled by the various 
young members of the family. 
Chll- 


drfen are becoming very adept in tel- 
ephone usSge. They call each other 
for advice about IOMHOHS, make ap- 
pointments, and 
diacuss 
the latest 
school news. 
Boys, especially those 
interested in radio, enlist the service 
of the telephone in telling each other 
about their sets and the program* 
they aie hearing.

SCHOOLS ON UNRULY PUPILS

of -awauilt in, connection with the 
whipping of a six ye'ar old' school boy 
On the witness stand Trffss Wood- 
ward admitted chastizing- the child 
with a small paddle. But claimed she 
TV as within her rights in enforcing 
the rules of the school 
Judge P 
Mills upheld the principal's claim, and 
found her not guilty 
Miss Woodward's vindication came 
as a climax of events which have agi- 
tated the whole city for the last week 
following her arrest by the sheriff's 
department on a warrant sworn out 
by Mrs C L. Tamplin, mother of Wrf- 
lie Roy Tamplin, the recipient at the 
•'paddling"' 
Miss Wodward. 
a member 
of a 
prominent family, 
is a veteran of 
thirty years In ischool work and her 
arrest has been the subject of dis- 
course by local mir§ ters and the 
press, as .well as the chief topic of 
conversation in social circles. 
Testimony at the ^ial was conflict- 


ing-, several witnesses" claiming the 
principal hit the child "pretty hard." 
while the principal's fellow teachers 
testified the child was unruly and 
the chastizement was not excessive 
The principal claimed bruises laid to 
the paddling were suffered when the 
child fell down a flight of steps as 
he eought to escape after she had 
begun using the paddle on him for 
playing on the school grounds after 
hours. 
An interesting angle was added by 
the fact that a number of youths sent 
Miss Woodward a warning to lcav_e 
town-at once, signing the note "K. K. 


K" This brought an offer of a re- 
ward of $100 from the Shreveport Ku 
Khrr Klan for the arrest and con- 
viction,of the perpetrators of the act 
Eight pupils in tire school later con- 
fessed to writlngfthe threatening mis- 
sive. 
Judge Mills said in acquitting the 
teacher that the prosecution had fail 
ed to show any malicious intent on
